The coroner's jury, which was drawn 
by Coroner F. C. Ham^to investigate 
the murder of Mrs. Fannte iSpraguP, 
held its final meeting here today and 
ren-leied a unanimous \erdict that Mrs. 
Sprague "came to her death feloniously 
at the hands of a party or parties un 
known to the jury."

arrest will surely follow.

gether with Coroner Ham, when the 
session was opened at nine o'clock in 
the morning, in the selectmen's room.

guilty party, and four favoring a ver 
diet naming no person. This linal 
meeting today was to have them, it 
possible, bring; in a verdict naming the 
suspected person, whom the county at 
torney alleges is the guilty party.

'amily today bore a mass of violets, ns 
a sign of mourning. The pastor, Rev. 
Howard Brown, delivered a discourse 
significant of Christmas, but in closing 
referred to the dead executive. He

ZIMEBELBT TEBEATEKEJ). 


Brabant'* Colonial DtvUIon Now Or- 


dered to the Front. 


London. Dec. 22.—The Evening Stand- 


ard says it hear* that a report has reach- 
ed London that Kimberley is seriously 
threatened by the Boers. 


A dispatch from Cape Town says that 


General Brabant's colonial division has 
been ordered to the front. 


There is no. further official news of 


the invasion of the Cape Colony by the 
Boers. There is a statement iu The Daily 
Mail, which it is impossible to verify, 
that,private aud reliable advices received 
in London assert that practically the 
whole of that part of the colony in the 
vicinity of the Orange river is more or 
less in open revolt, it is added that the 
Dutch'liavc again risen as they rose when 
the Free Staters invaded the colony in 
the early days of the war and-that the 
invaders are receiving moral and mate- 
rial support. 


On the other hand, n dispatch to a news 


agency from Burgher.sdorp. dated Dec. 
20, giving the details of the operations of 
that section of the Boers who crossed the 
Rheno'-tf-r river, says that the welcome 
accorded the burghers by the inhabitants 
of Vcnterstad was not so undisguised as 
it wa« before. The "Volksleid" was sung 
in only one house, and no new rebels are 
known to have joined the linen. 


The correspondents at Cape Town as- 


cribe the iti'-ursion. which it was appar- 
ently General De Wet's intention to head 
l.iinself, to the encouragement received 
from the Dutch press of the ('ape Colony 
and the Worcester and other pro-Boer 
congresses. They complain again of the 
government's mistaken leniency and of 
the importation of Boer prisoners into 
the colony. They declare that the Dutch 
are maddened by the infamous concoc- 
tions relative to alleged British barbari- 
ties.

With the treaty was a simple 


statement signed, not by the president 
pro tern. of. the senate, but by Mr. Ben- 
nett, the secretary, reciting the action, 
taken by the senate on the convention. 


The state department will forward the 


amendments in the usual course to the 
British government, and they will be on 
their way to London by the steamer 
which leaves New York next Tuesday. 


THE PLATE GLASS TEADE,

Once, it is 


taken there will be nothing more- for the 
state department to do until the British 
government hay .passed upon the amend- 
ments.

The river and harbor bill as it will be 


reported from the house committee soon 
after the reconvening of congress on,the 
3d of January will carry a provision 
abolishing the Missouri river commission. 
The provision already has been agreed 
upon and only waits the formulation of 
the bill to Jind a place in it. 
The de- 


cision to discontinue the commission is 
said to have been unanimous on the part 
of the committee, and it is the result of 
.statements made to the committee by 
members of the house whose districts 
touch the Missouri on either side. They 
generally expressed the opinion that the 
navigation of the stream is so limited 
as to render the commission iweless. 


The general opinion was that as the 


improvements of the river consist almost 
entirely of the protection of the banks 
this work conld be done as well if left 
directly to the secretary of war as if 
again placed in the hands of the com- 
mission, and the committee accepted this 
view.

1884 and at present consists of Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Amos Stickney of the en- 
gineer corps, president; Major Thomas 
H. Hnndbury of the engineer corps, 
Major W. L. Marshall of the engineer 
corps. Charles C. Broadhead, and 0. L. 
Chaffee.

I would ha\e given it to you,' which 
is the truth. The boss never wants a de- 
serving man turned away hungry, nnd if 
a man comes in and tells me lie is hungry 
and I believe him I'll give him a good, 
substantial meal, probably more than he 
would order if he started in to cheat mo 
out of it. But of course we don't get any 
credit fordoing a thing liko that, and nine 
times out of ten the mnn who comes up 
the way this man does I'm talking about 
he will laugh at yon and say: ' That's all 
very well to say now that I've got the 
meal in me. But if I'd asked you for it 
you'd have turned me down just as I've 
been turned down a dozen times tonight.' 
There's only one thing to do with a man 
like that. That's to get tho biggest mnn 
in tho place and have him do stunts with 
him—turn him on his head, bang him 
about a little und then turn him out with 
a warning. It's a great deal better than 
arresting him. 


"The ordinary cheat—thnt is, tho man 


who comes in during the busy part of tho 
day nnd sits down at one table and eats a 
big meal nnd gets a check for it and then 
on the way out drops down at another ta- 
ble and cats 10 cents' worth and gets an- 
other check, -which he pays later, destroy- 
ing the big check—there is nothing to do 
with except to prosecute.

SOUTH AFRICAN BABOONS. 


They Are Merciless Freebooters and tU» 


Terror of the Farmers. 


While poison is most effectively used on 


South African farms against burrowing 
creatures of the jackal kind, baboons aro 
best dealt v. ith in open warfare with the 
rifle, and largo baboon hunting parties are 
often formed among neighboring farmers. 
A short description of one of these baboon 
hunts may bo of interest to readers in tho 
mother country, and will give them an 
idea of some of tho outdoor experiences of 
their colonial cousins in farming district* 
between Cape Town and the Vual river. 
Tho special character of baboon hunting is 
domed froin tho fact that baboons are 
generally found in large troops, number- 
ing up to 80 or 100 or more. 
In sqmo of 


tho karroo forms of the Sneeuwfaerg and 
Compnssberg ranges in the midland dis- 
tricts of tho colony, for instance, the rooky 
krantzes and kopjes covered with bush and 
bowlder are often infested by such troops. 
So long as they are left undisturbed in 
their strongholds, so long must the farmer 
be content to see tho tale of his losses in 
stock grow bigger every day. Single handl- 
ed not much can be done, for baboons are 
diilieult to approach and if surprised ut 
close quarters they have a good idea of de- 
fending themselves with large stones. It 
is one of the fnnuer's most tantalizing ex- 
periences to stand at tho door of his home- 
stead, gun in hand, and see the baboons 
just out of range on tho rooky sky line n 
few hundred yards away—now springing 
on all fours liko a large dog, now squat- 
ting on their haunches like n Bushman— 
and to know that tho cunning beasts arc 
Just watching till his back is turned thnt 
they may seize thilr opportunity to swoop 
down nnd raid his Hocks. Thoir predatory 
methods, too, nro revoltingly cruel, nnd 
"baboon handled" stock can always bo 
recognized nt a glance. They will attack 
cnttle, tearing the udders away with their 
long, powerful hands, and sheep nnd gouts 
aro often found by tho herdsman with 
their hindquarters stripped of tho llesh 
right to the bone, and left to die in slow 
torture. 


Moreover, tho baboon is no respecter of 


persons, and the costly imported "lonf, 
wool" or the priceless Angora may fall a 
victim no less than the common Cap* 
"hamel" 01 "cupater," \\hSoh would only 
fetuh a hnlf sovereign or so at the ninrkei 
in Ci'ndock or GnuilI-Relnet. 


These facts uru mentioned to show that 


Who farmer has little cause to love baboons, 
and that it is to the interest of thoso who 
suiter from tho raids of theso meroilesk 
freebooters to combine in force, BO as to 
kill oft* as many of the common enemy at 
each coup demuin us possible.—Chambers' 
Journal.

"As tho law at present stands, any man 


can iinaumc with impunity some presum- 
ably extinct or dominant baronetcy created 
to 17b:i." This remark was made in an 
interview recently by A. O. M. Ilesil- 
riggo, the editor of "Uebrott's Peerage." 
This revelation appears to open up a. great 
field of opportunities for Americans of a 
certain class. It is well known that they 
now spend a great deal of time and money 
in hunting up coats of arms and in tracing 
more or less fanciful connections xslth no- 
ble English families. 
An official of th« 


Heralds' college stated recently in an arti- 
cle that a largo part of tho business of that 
Institution consisted in finding coats of 
arms and genealogies for opulent Ameri- 
cans. Why should not these people suppJb* 
themseUen with titles instead of content' 
ing themselves with mere heraldic decora- 
tionsf They can in many cases do so with 
oasu und security. The only requisites in 
order to make a plausible claim aro Eng- 
lish descent and tho same family name 
as one of tho innumerable extinct bar- 
onetcies. 


Sir Bernard Burke has published a work 


entitled "Extinct and Dormant Baronet- 
cies," He states that more than 1.000 at 
th«so titles have lapsed between the orig- 
inal creation of the order in 1011 nnd the 
prusent day. Of theso the majority became 
extinct or dormant before 1788. In tho 
list of thciso former baronets maybe found 
a largo number of the commonest English 
family names. An American possessing 
one of these names can make a plausible 
claim to an English baronetcy, and it \v ill 
give his narrative an air of verisimilitude 
if he can make out out that his ancestors 
came from tho same part of England as 
the original holders of tho title.—San 
Francisco Argonaut.

Our Big Country. 


The distance across tho United States is 


found to bo 3,625.2 geographical miles 
from the lighthouse six miles north of 
Capo May to the lighthouse six miles south 
of Punta Arenas, Cal.. following tho thirty- 
ninth parallel of latitude as closely us pos- 
cible. This is conceded to bo about tho 
mean breadth of the country. A glanca 
at tho map will show that the United 
States is much wider toward tho north 
and much narrower toward tho gulf coast, 
but tbo thirty-ninth parallel is about as 
fair an average as can be drawn. Tho 
measurements were made by triangulatlon 
—that is, by taking observations from 
fixed landmarks and "verifying them by 
astronomical tests. The distance across 
tho continent thus obtained is 140 feet 
longer than that reported by Bcsscls in 
1860, and 08 feet longer than that reported 
by Profcnsor Clark In 1806.—Chicago 
Record.

AT THE NAVY YARD. 


'William Barry, (familiarly known as 


"Josh" among his associates)" a coal 
heaver about thirty-five years old, was 
viciously stabbed in the left breast, late 
Saturday evening, at tho North end, 
and had the thrust been an inch or two 
lower, it would have killed him. He 
bled BO profusely that his clothes were 
drenched and the floor of tho police 
station, where he was taken, was red 
with it. Barry was fixed np there by 
Dr. Towlo and then detained until this 
(Monday) morning, for his appear- 
ance in

ness against the man whom he charges 
with trying to murder him. 


Barry at first would not name an as- 


sailant, but finally he laid the blame 
upon Gorneilns O'Keefo, keeper of the 
saloon at 131 Market street. 
He al 


leges lhafc O'Keefr crossed over to where 
ho was standing, on Market street near 
the corner ol JKassell, and without a 
word struck him with a knife. 


It is a very mysterious affair. 
The 


first inkling of it developed when Barry 
walked into Loug's barber shop at the 
North end, shortly alter eleven o'clock 
on Saturday evecu g, sat down, and 
said that ho had been cut. 
When he 


threw 
open his coat it was seen 


that 
his 
was 
no idle story, and 


Chris Gilligan, ono of several who 
wore in tho shop, went to the police 
st ition for an oflirrr. lie also advised 
CapUin Harden to have a doctor ready 
and the captain called Dr. Towlo. 


Officer Anderson, who had jim come 


in with a piisoner, was sent down to 
the North end and soon returned with 
Barry. Tho blood was spurting from 
his bicast in great streams, at every 
breath that bo took, and tho llx>r was 
soon running with it. A large artery 
had been severed, which Dr. Towle 
tied up. It dul not look as if a large 
It n if D bad been used, but rather a small 
blade with a very keen point. 


The stabbing must have been done 


with little or no commotion, for Of- 
ficer 
Robinson 
had 
passed 
along 


Market street.betwoen Deer and Russell, 
only a few minutes betore Barry ap- 
peared in the barber shop, and then the 
vicinity was wonderfully quiet. 


It has been learned that Barry had 


been in the O'Koelo saloon dnrirg the 
evening and hud drank considerably. 
No eye-witness of the affair 1m been 
found.

Complimentary Mention of Cept. Har- 


ry Taylor, TT. S. Engineer.

little had been done at Everett, and tbe 
Government had not even obtained the 
land for the immense fortifications at 
Admiralty head, Point Wi'son and Mar- 
rowstone point. 


In the four und one-half years Capt. 


Taylor has handled millions of the gov 
ernmeat's rrocey and has performed an 
immense amount of work. 
The three 


forls at Fort Flagler, Fort Casey and 
Fort Worden have befcH constructed and 
armed and Pngtt sound made almost 
impregnable against the attack of a for- 
eign fleet. All that remains now is to 
enlarge tbe fortifications and increase 
the number of men- The Grays harbor 
jetty is nearing completion and much 
invaluable work has been done on the 
harbors of Puget sound.

The tree to a* ordinary flr tree that has i!orre-poudeilt Aver. TJmt TUcre 
been growing for at least half a century. 
Some time ago Frank Silva, who lived 
upon the island,.was digging at the foot 
of the tree, completing a trench which ran 
just at the base of- the fir. As he was 
working away among the roots that im- 
ped od his work he turned up some human 
bones. Tha unearthing of a skeleton is 
always interesting, and Mr. Silva directed 
his search for ihe rest of the bones. These 
he located after a little work, and he found 
u complete skeleton. 


The bonqs had tieen buried for a long 


while, for they wore denuded of every ves- 
tige of flesh aud were bleached and white. 
From tho position iu which the bones were 
found it was very evident that the body 
had boon tumbled into the grave without 
much ceremony, for it was found face 
down and in a crouching position, as if 
the body bad been hurriedly thrown into 
its last resting place. 


Upon exposure to tbo air the bones fell 


one from another, though they did not 
crumble into dust. They wore all carefully 
removed from the hole, save the skull, and 
Mr. Silva made an effort to remove that. 
But he found it impossible to bring it from 
the position in which it lay, because one of 
tho roots of the fir tree, ut the base of whioh 
It lay, had grown entirely through the 
skull. It WHS found necessary to chop tlm 
root away entirely- before the skull could 
be removed. The root had penetrated u 
crack in tho skull, and had forced its way 
through the head and out at the opposite 
side. 


When it dawned upon Frank Silva r.hnt 


tho tree had grown through tho skull and | court. 
had actually absorbed the brain of a man Ut-hcd. 
into its wooden trunk, ho regarded the 
tree with awe. He has since refused to al- 
low tho tree to be cut in any way. 


Deputy Coroner Smiley of Alameda took 


chnrge of tho remains, though no inquest 
was ever held. 


"The skeleton was undoubtedly that ot 


an Indian," said Mr. Smiley. "The bones 
were found on tho south shore of the is- 
land, about 15 feet from thu bank, beneath 
a ilr tree that was n landmark on the 
island before the first settler planted his 
asparagus bed. The skeleton was in a 
crouching position aaid covered by the 
roots of tho tree, while clear through the 
skull a root almost as thick us my arm 
hud grown. It was necessary to use a 
hatchet to remove tho skull. 
"It is my opinion that tho fir tree has 


been growing on tho island nearly half a 
century. The bones had probably rested 
beneath tho tree 40 years. It may bo that 
ODO of tho Indians who were the original 
inhabitants of tho island was murdered 
and buried near the young tree. 1 cannot 
understand how the root ootikl have pene- 
trated and grown through the skull, un- 
less there was a hole in it.

a perfect specimen when 1 secured It, ex- 
cept that it hud beun perforated by the 
root. 
"I am not sufficient of u scientist to ex 


press any opinion as to how much ot the 
man, 
if any, grew into thut tree through 


the root. You ha\o goi to tisk somu ci 
theso scientific fellows about thut, but it 
is certain thut tho troomust have obtained 
some nutriment from the brain of that 
man. It may havo changed its form in 
the tree, but I think tho brain was absorb 
ed by the root."—San Francisco Call.

The moment the com! decides that the 


Philippines are an integral pait of tin- 
United States and that the citizens of the 
archipelago areendowed with all the priv- 
ileges of United States citizens it be- 
comes as impossible to alienate a single 
island of the archipelago as it would he 
to alienate the state of New York or the 
state of Penusjhania. 


The very thing -\\hich the anti-impe- 


rialists have sought to avoid will he 
thrust upon them. The moment such a 
decision is rendered tho insurrection be- 


i comes open rebellion of American citi- 


zens against the government and the in- 
surgents become guilty of high treason. 
It will no longer bo conceivable that the 
United States, as the anti-imperialists 
have demanded, should treat the Filipi- 
nos as Cuba is to be treated, for that 
would invoh c ultimate independence, and 
congress has no right to promise ultimate 
independence to the people of any inte- 
gral part of American territory. 


The only way in which the people of 


the Philippines could reecho the 
full 


privileges of citizenship would be by cre- 
ating the archipelago into states of the 
Union. There could of course be no tar- 
iff distinctions, and the products of the 
Philippines would have to be admitted 
free to the United States to compete with 
American products. 
In short, a condi- 


tion of affairs would arrive so full of em- 
barrassment that it would tax the ability 
of. the wisest statesmen to treat it and 
•would perhaps compel the amendment of 
the constitution.

AN ENGLISH CORONATION. 


Bom* of the Coreieoniea That Ax* SeaM- 


lcs« and I'antmstlc. 


From a strictly Knp to date" point of 


view many of tho ceremonies attendant on 
the coronation of the English sovereign 
are senseless and fantastic. But embody- 
ing, as they do, the history or tradition of 
centuries, from tho student's standpoint 
they aro of deep interest. Mr. P. EL Ditch- 
Field, in i book concerning "Old English 
Customs," describes some of the most re- 
markable of these customs. 


By hereditary right many persons havo 


special dignities and duties at this time, 
and preceding a coronation a special court, 
of claim? is appointed to investigate these 
ancient rights aud privileges. 


The prerogative of the lord of the Manor 


of Workshop is to present a glove and to 
support the sovereign's arm when holding 
the scepter, and also to hold the office of 
chief butler, which entitles him to receive 
a cup of pure gold. 
The ceremony of en- 


throning is called "lifting to the throne," 
derived from the custom of our Anglo- 
Saxon forefathers, who, when their king 
was enthroned, lifted him from the ground. 


Among the curious claims of service is 


that ot u ccrat in baron to carry the greas 
spurs, nnd of tho archbishop of Canterbury 
to iiinku u mess of pottage, called dUlu- 
grout. 


Certain offerings arc made, among which 


are an ingot of gold and an altar pall, 
"composed of ten yards of gold barred, 
gold frosted, flowered brocade lined with 
rich enrcenct and with deep, gold fringe." 


The oaken chair on which the sovereign 


is tented bus been iu use since the time of 
Edward II, and bcnoath it is the corona- 
tion stone, which was conveyed to West- 
minster from Scotland by Edward I. A 
wild legend declares it to be the stone on 
which Jacob laid his head when he slept 
at Bethel. 


Tho most solemn function is the anoint/. 


Ing, during which four Knights of the 
Garter hole! a canopy over tho sovereign, 
while the i.rchblshop pours the anointing 
oil with a spoon, which is the most ancient 
of till the i-egtilia, and with which many 
(•0%01'cijnnn have- been anointed. 


But tho htrangcht survival of all is the 


claim of the 13} :noko family to the oilict 
of MiiK' 
1* champion. His duty is to upreui 


on horsuLaek in ful' armor at tho royal 
banquet after thu coronation, accompanied 
Ly the. earl n-awhal and the lord high con- 
ita! le. The cl.umpion then makes a chal- 
lenge, according to the old time form ol 
wordy, anil tlirov. se'.oun his gauntlet. The' 
clmlleny! not being accepted, the sovu'ign 
Crir.kn thu health of the champion in a 
Lll\cr eup, which is presented to the brave 
defender of English monarchy, who then 
bacLs his horse out of the hull.

The leaves of the bright tobacco are thin 


and small vcluod. To be of good quality 
they must possess good body and texture 
as well as uniform and attractive color, 
and therefore high manuring with nitrog- 
enous fertilizers, which latter tend to 
produce rank growth and give tho p hints a 
dark or red hue, should be avoided. Much 
of tho highest grades of bright tnbuoco 
produced in tho famous North Carolina 
and Virginia gold loaf district is grown 
upon poor land, and it is the prevailing 
belief in thut district that the superb col- 
or, silky testure and other merits of the 
best products aro due to this poverty of 
the soil. This, however, is doubtless an 
extreme- vlow, for a soil must have suffi- 
cient fertility to produce u good sized leaf 
of good body, which, if of tho desired col- 
or, brings a higher price tUan sninll ones. 


Tho superiority of tho products of those 


bright tobacco lands is duo largely to their 
lightness and porosity, which are cnn- 
ducive to a quicker warmlnp of tho soil in 
spring and treer aeration of tho roots of 
the plants and consequently to earlier and 
more rapid growth and quicker maturity. 
In South Carolina such soils aro excellent 
for early vegetables and aro now taking 
a front rank in tho production of tho finest 
bright tobaccos.—Southern States.
